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HEAD COACH RICK HELLER 


Rick Heller has turned the University of lowa 
baseball program into a perennial Big Ten Con- 
ference and NCAA contender in his first eight 
seasons as the Hawkeyes’ head coach. 


Heller has injected new life into the lowa pro- 
gram, leading the Hawkeyes to the 240 victories 
— an average of 30 wins per season — advanc- 
ing to two NCAA Regionals, and claiming the first 
Big Ten Tournament title in program history. The 
2017 title was lowa’s first since winning the reg- 
ular season crown in 1990. 


The Eldon, lowa, native became the 20th head coach in program history in 2013 — his 
fourth stop as a collegiate head coach. He has enjoyed stints at lowa (2014-present), Indi- 
ana State (2009-13), Northern lowa (1999-2009), and Upper lowa (1987-99), leading all 
four schools to NCAA postseason play. He is one of nine coaches all-time and one of five 
active coaches to lead three different Division | programs to NCAA Regional play. 


In 35 seasons as a head coach, Heller owns a career record of 930-721-4. He is one of two 
lowa head coaches to lead the program to the NCAA Tournament. 


At lowa 

Under Heller's watch, lowa advanced to the postseason in six consecutive years for the first 
time in program history, he has coached eight All-Americans and at least one first-team 
All-Big Ten selection in six seasons. lowa has had 23 Major League Baseball Draft picks in 
eight seasons, including 21 ina six-year stretch, the most all-time. 


Heller has also given the Hawkeyes an international flavor, taking the team to the Domin- 
ican Republic in 2016 and Taipei, Taiwan, as the United States representative at the 2017 
World University Games. Heller led USA to a silver medal, as the team became the first 
American squad to medal in Universiade history. 


USA team went 5-2 during the two-week stretch, before falling to Japan in the gold medal 
game. The Americans posted victories over Mexico, Russia, Korea, and two games against 
the Czech Republic. Junior Cole McDonald tossed a nine-inning no-hitter in game one 
against the Czechs — the first by a Hawkeye since 1965. 


During Heller’s second season, Heller guided lowa to an at-large berth into NCAA Regional 
play in 2015 — a first for the program since 1990 — and the team posted the school’s 
first NCAA Tournament win since 1972. The Hawkeyes were the runners-up at the 2016 Big 
Ten Tournament before claiming the program’ first tournament title in 2017 to lock up the 
school’s second NCAA Regional appearance in three seasons. 


lowa made just three NCAA Tournament appearances in its history prior to Heller's arrival. 
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2021 Season 


The Hawkeyes won a school-record 26 Big Ten games, finishing 26-18 overall, while facing 
a Big Ten-only schedule during the COVID-affected 2021 season. After starting the season 
4-8, lowa rattled off 11 wins in 12 contests and 15 in 18 games. The team won seven of 
their final 10 series to be right in the middle of the NCAA Regional conversation at season's 
end. 


Friday night starter Trenton Wallace had a breakthrough season, earning second-team 
All-America honors by both ABCA/Rawlings and Collegiate Baseball to become the ninth 
All-American under Heller. He also was the first Hawkeye to earn Big Ten Pitcher of the 
Year honors after going 7-1 with a 2.34 ERA over 73 innings and 13 starts. His 106 strike- 
outs were the second-most all-time behind Jim Magrane’s 110 strikeouts in 1999. 


With Wallace on the mound, lowa won. The Hawkeyes won nine consecutive series open- 
ers to close out the season and 11 of 13 series openers on the year. 


Senior Ben Norman earned first-team All-Big Ten and first-team all-region honors after 
leading the league in RBls (53) and triples (4). Norman finished his career ranked in the 
top-11 in school history in eight different categories. Redshirt junior Izaya Fullard also 
earned All-Big Ten honors (third-team). Four players joined MLB organizations follow- 
ing the season, as Wallace and Drew Irvine were MLB Draft picks, while Norman and Jack 
Dreyer signed as free agents. 


lowa’s offense ranked in the top five in nine different categories in 2021, including leading 
the league in doubles (93), triples (12), walks (243), on-base percentage (.385) and sacri- 
fice flies (21). lowa’s starting pitchers posted 19 quality starts and ranked fourth in the Big 
Ten in ERA (4.68), while the defense came on strong, going seven straight games without 
an error to close out the year to finish second in the league in team fielding percentage 
(977) and 33rd nationally.

2017 Season 
The 2017 season was expected to be rebuilding year in lowa City after the program lost 
25 players to graduation and/or the Major League Baseball Draft in 2015 and 2016. In- 
stead, the Hawkeyes won 39 games — the fifth-most in program history — claimed the 
first Big Ten Tournament title in program history, and earned an automatic bid into NCAA 
Regional play. 


The groundwork for the 2017 success was laid over Thanksgiving Break when the 
Hawkeyes spent a week in the Dominican Republic for a foreign trip. The team came to- 
gether off the field, which led to a team unity and grit that would prove to be special 
during the regular season. 


lowa finished 15-9 in Big Ten Conference play to tie for fourth in the regular season stand- 
ings. The 15 wins were the second most since 2008 and it was the program's fourth top- 
four finish since 2000. The Hawkeyes were the No. 5 seed at the Big Ten Tournament, 
where they knocked off three higher seeds to advance to the title game — a 13-4 rout 
of Northwestern.

Booker was taken in the 22nd round by the Chicago 
White Sox, Roscetti in the 26th round by the Milwaukee Brewers, and Peyton in the 29th 
round by the Chicago Cubs.

Sophomore Nick Gallagher led the 
team with an 8-2 record and a 2.57 ERA to rank second in the league in wins and seventh 
in ERA.

2015 Season 

lowa had a breakthrough season in Heller’s second season in lowa City, going 41-18 with 
the 41 victories being the second-most all-time and just the fourth 40-win season in pro- 
gram history. lowa earned the school’s first NCAA Regional berth since 1990, where it went 
2-2 at the Springfield Regional for the program's first NCAA Tournament win since 1972. 


The Hawkeyes rolled to a 15-5 start and won its first 11 series of the season, including a 
school-record eight consecutive Big Ten series wins dating back to the 2014 season. lowa 


swept No. 19 Indiana to open Big Ten play to catapult the Hawkeyes into the national 
rankings for the first time in 25 years. lowa climbed to as high as No. 13 before finishing 
the year 20th by Collegiate Baseball, 25th by Baseball America, and 28th by the NCBWA 
— the program's first appearance in the final rankings in school history. 


Heller guided lowa to a Big Ten runner-up (three games ahead of the third place finisher) 
finish in a year where the league was at its all-time best with a record five NCAA Regional 
participants. lowa went 19-5 in conference play for a.792 winning percentage — the best 
winning percentage by a second place team since the Big Ten returned to single division 
play in 1988. 


In NCAA Regional play, Heller led the Hawkeyes to a pair of wins over Oregon in Spring- 
field, Missouri, and lost two games to No. 8 national seed Missouri State by a combined 
three runs. Senior reliever Nick Hibbing was tabbed as the Springfield Regional’s Most 
Outstanding Player and was named to the all-tournament team. 


Under Heller's watch, lowa had a pair of players earn three All-America distinctions, had 
a school-record six All-Big Ten selections, and a semifinalist for the John Olerud Two-Way 
Player of the Year Award. Tyler Peyton earned third-team All-America honors as a utility 
from D1Baseball.com and the NCBWA, while starting pitcher Blake Hickman was a Louis- 
ville Slugger third-team All-American. 


The Hawkeyes won with Hellerball — a term coined to highlight the team’s gritty style 
of play. lowa’s pitching and defense both finished in the top 16 nationally (fielding per- 
centage, 11th; ERA, 16th) in 2015 and the team had a never-say die attitude, posting six 
walk-off wins and going 18-9 in games decided by two runs or less. 


The pitching staff shattered the school ERA record, posting a 2.95 ERA in 59 games and had 


a school-record 19 saves. It was a remarkable turnaround for the Hawkeye hurlers — a 
unit that had a 4.34 ERA with virtually the same cast in 2014. 
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At season’s end, five players had their name called in the 2015 Major League Baseball First- 
Year Player Draft, tying a program record. Hickman was selected in the seventh round by 
the Chicago White Sox, which, at the time was the highest Hawkeye draftee since 1999. 


2014 Season 

In his first season at lowa, Heller guided the Hawkeyes to a 9-1 start — the program’s best 
start since 1940 — a Big Ten Tournament berth and conference tournament win. lowa 
finished the year with a 30-23 record for just the third 30-win season since 1993. The 30 
victories are the most by a first-year coach in lowa history. 


Heller won his 700th career game in a 13-1 rout of Georgetown on March 15 at the Snow- 
bird Classic in Florida. The Hawkeyes also took 2-of-3 games from Nebraska to open the 
Big Ten regular season — lowa's first conference-opening series win since 1998 and took 
2-of-3 games against Minnesota for the first time since 2005. 


Under Heller's direction, lowa became one of the most potent offensive teams in the Big 
Ten in 2014. The Hawkeyes led the conference in four offensive categories (batting aver- 
age, hits, runs and on-base percentage) and ranked second in four more (slugging per- 
centage, RBIs, home runs and total bases). lowa finished with 23 home runs — a season 
after the team had two long balls in 49 contests. 


Heller coached five student-athletes to All-Big Ten recognition, the most for the pro- 
gram since 2007. Junior shortstop Jake Yacinich garnered first-team All-Big Ten honors 
after ranking second in the league in batting average and steals. He was the first lowa 
first-teamer since 2009. 


Before lowa 

Heller came to lowa after a strong four-year run at Indiana State. He led the Sycamores to 
their first outright Missouri Valley Conference championship in school history and back to 
the NCAA Tournament for the first time since 1995 during the record-setting 2012 season. 


Indiana State finished 41-19, including a 14-7 record in conference play to claim the reg- 
ular season crown and earn an at-large bid into the NCAA Tournament. The 41 wins were 
the most for the program since 1991. 


Heller was named the 2012 Dan Callahan MVC Coach of the Year, while junior Jeremy Lucas 
earned the Joe Carter MVC Player of the Year award — the first student-athlete in ISU 
history to earn the league's MVP — and junior Dakota Bacus was selected as the MVC 
Newcomer of the Year. Eight members of the team were named All-MVC. Following the 
season, two Sycamores were drafted in the top-12 rounds and a total of three signed con- 
tracts to begin their professional careers. 


Heller led Indiana State to its fifth-consecutive winning season in 2013, and to a semifi- 
nal appearance in the MVC Tournament. The Sycamores, who finished 26-25 overall, had 
four players earn All-MVC honors, including Sean Manaea, the 34th overall selection in the 
2013 MLB Draft by the Kansas City Royals. The draft selection was the second-highest in 
ISU baseball program history. Manaea became the 16th Sycamore to either be drafted or 
sign a professional free agent contract since Heller became head coach in 2009. 
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Heller led Indiana State to a 35-19 record in his first season in Terre Haute, Ind. — the 
most wins for any first-year coach in ISU baseball history — and a third place MVC finish. 
The Sycamores were one of two MVC teams to receive votes in the national polls during 
the season.

While at UNI, Heller's teams broke a total of 57 team or individual records, including set- 
ting team records for hits, runs batted in, doubles and extra base hits during the 2001 
season. Heller led the Panthers to four MVC tournaments, winning the championship in 
2001. All-American Ryan Brunner claimed the league MVP award and All-American Nic 
Ungs was named Pitcher of the Year. 


The Panthers recorded back-to-back 30-plus win seasons in 2001 and 2002 for the first 
time in school history and set the school single-season record with 35 wins in 2001. Heller 
also coached two Academic All-Americans in Brunner and Travis Welsch. 


Before taking over the Northern lowa program prior to the 2000 season, Heller spent 12 
years as a head coach at Upper lowa University, a Division Ill institution. While at Upper 
lowa, Heller recorded a 291-194-3 overall record and was named the lowa Conference 
Coach of the Year four times. 


Heller won his first conference championship in 1993 — the first for Upper lowa in 20 
years — while advancing to the NCAA Division III Regionals. His team won the lowa Con- 
ference title and advanced to NCAA Regionals again in 1995, finishing 19th in the national 
rankings as Heller won his third Coach of the Year honor. 


He repeated Coach of the Year honors again in 1996 when the Peacocks won the lowa 
Conference and Central Regional to advance to the NCAA Division III College World Series. 
His team finished the year ranked sixth nationally and he was named NCAA Division Ill 
Central Region Coach of the Year. 


In 1997, his team was ranked seventh nationally in the pre-season poll and won the lowa 
Conference Tournament. In 1998, his team was ranked as high as 10th nationally while 
finishing with a 38-8 record to set a school record for winning percentage (.826). His final 
UIU team finished 30-15-1 and finished third in the lowa Conference while setting five 
school records. 


Asa player at Upper lowa from 1982-86, he was a four-year starter at shortstop and he also 
lettered in football and basketball. He is a member of the Upper lowa Athletic Hall of Fame. 


Heller is a member of the American Baseball Coaches Association and serves on the ABCA 
All-American Committee. He is also a member of the lowa High School Baseball Coaches 
Associations. In 2008, he was inducted into the IHSBCA Hall of Fame, and in 2017, he re- 
ceived the Harold “Pinky” Primrose Award. 


Heller has three daughters — Tara, Alyssa, and Vivienne. His wife's name is Rachelle. 
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Marty Sutherland is in his ninth season with 
the University of lowa baseball program and 
his fifth as the team’s associate head coach. 
Sutherland was promoted to the position in 
Aug., 2017, and he is also lowa’s recruiting 
coordinator. 


In eight seasons in lowa City, Sutherland 
has helped guide the Hawkeyes to 240 wins, 
two NCAA Regional appearances, the first 
Big Ten Tournament title in program history, 
and two Big Ten runner-up finishes.

Booker and Roscetti were the fifth and sixth position players drafted in the past 
three seasons at season's end. Booker was selected in the 22nd round by the Chi- 
cago White Sox, while Roscetti was a 26th round pick by the Milwaukee Brewers. 


The Hawkeyes’ offense came to life late in the season to finish the year ranked 
in the top six in the Big Ten in virtually every offensive category. lowa had five 
players reach double-digits in doubles and had 134 extra base hits for the year, 
which included 26 home runs. 


Sutherland helped lead lowa to one of the top seasons in program history in 
2015. The Hawkeyes went 41-18 and earned an at-large berth into NCAA Re- 
gionals — the first berth since 1990. The 41 wins were the second-most in pro- 
gram history. lowa won two games at the Springfield Regional for its first NCAA 
Tournament win since 1972 and finished the season ranked 20th by Collegiate 
Baseball, 25th by Baseball America, and 28th by the NCBWA- the program's first 
appearance in the final rankings in school history. 


With Sutherland's assistance, lowa was one of the top defensive teams in the 
country, ranking 11th overall and No. 2 in the Big Ten. Offensively, the Hawkeyes 
battled until the final pitch, as evident by their six walk-off wins and 18-9 record 
in games decided by two or fewer runs. 


Sutherland coached junior Tyler Peyton to All-America honors as a utility player 
by D1Baseball.com and NCBWA, and he was a semifinalist for the John Olerud 
Two-Way Player of the Year Award. Peyton hit a team-best .337 with 31 runs 
and 31 RBIs. 
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The Hawkeyes had a school-record six All-Big Ten selections in 2015, including 
three positional players. Five players had their names called in the 2015 Major 
League Baseball Draft, tying a program record for most draftees in a single sea- 
son. 


In his first season in lowa City, Sutherland helped guide the Hawkeyes to a 9-1 
start — the program's best start since 1940 — a Big Ten Tournament berth and 
conference tournament win. lowa finished the year with a 30-23 record for just 
the third 30-win season since 1993. 


lowa's offense thrived under Sutherland, as the Hawkeyes led the Big Ten in four 
offensive categories (batting average, hits, runs and on-base percentage) and 
ranked second in four more (slugging percentage, RBls, home runs and total bas- 
es). lowa finished with 23 home runs — a season after the team had two long 
balls in 49 contests. 


Five lowa student-athletes garnered All-Big Ten recognition, the most for the 
program since 2007, which included first-team All-Big Ten shortstop Jake Ya- 
cinich. He was the first Hawkeye to earn a first-team nod since 2009. 


Sutherland, a former player and coach under UI head coach Rick Heller at North- 
ern lowa, was an assistant for the Panthers from 2003-09, helping lead the team 
to 154 victories over six seasons. He coached 12 All-Missouri Valley Conference 
selections and an MVC Newcomer and Player of the Year honoree. 


Sutherland also served as an assistant coach at Wartburg College during the 
2002-03 season. Most recently, Sutherland was an assistant coach at Cascade 
(lowa) High School and a hitting/fielding instructor at Bases Loaded Academy 
in Dubuque, lowa. 


Sutherland was an infielder at Northern lowa during the 2001 and 2002 seasons, 
helping the team to its first back-to-back 30 win seasons in program history. He 
also played at Kirkwood Community College from 1998-2000. 


During his two seasons in Cedar Falls, Sutherland batted .318 with 25 doubles 
and 29 stolen bases. He also finished his career with 64 RBIs. 


In 2001, Sutherland was a second team AIl-MVC and second team All-Midwest 
region honoree after UNI won a school-record 35 games and claimed the Mis- 
souri Valley Conference Tournament title en route to the first NCAA Tournament 
berth in school history. Sutherland batted .349, and the Panthers finished 10th in 
the nation and led the MVCin hitting with a .333 batting average. 


In 2002, UNI won 30 games and finished fourth in the Missouri Valley. The squad 
finished with a .327 batting average in conference games to lead the league. 


The Cascade, lowa, native earned his associate's degree from Kirkwood Commu- 


nity College in July, 2000, and his bachelor’s degree from Northern lowa in Dec., 
2002. 
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Robin Lund is in his fourth season as an 
assistant coach with the University of lowa 
baseball program. Lund serves as the 
Hawkeyes’ pitching coach after working 
with the hitters and outfielders during his 
first season. 


During the 2021 season, the Hawkeyes 
won a school-record 26 games, finishing 
26-18 overall, while facing a Big Ten-only 
schedule during the COVID-affected sea- 
son. After starting the season 4-8, lowa 
rattled off 11 wins in 12 contests and 15 in 
18 games. The team won seven of their final 10 series to be right in the middle 
of the NCAA Regional conversation at season’s end. 


Under Lund’s watch, Friday night starter Trenton Wallace had a breakthrough 
season, earning second-team All-America honors by both ABCA/Rawlings and 
Collegiate Baseball in his first season as a weekend starter. Wallace also was 
the first Hawkeye to earn Big Ten Pitcher of the Year honors after going 7-1 
with a 2.34 ERA over 73 innings and 13 starts. His 106 strikeouts were the 
second-most all-time behind Jim Magrane’s 110 strikeouts in 1999. 


With Wallace on the mound, lowa won. The Hawkeyes won nine consecutive 
series openers to close out the season and 11 of 13 series openers on the year. 


lowa’s starting pitchers posted 19 quality starts on the year and the pitching 
staff ranked fourth in the Big Ten in ERA (4.68). The team’s 390 strikeouts were 
the fourth-most in a single season in school history. Lund also helped utility 
man Dylan Nedved develop into one of the top closers in the Big Ten. Nedved 
ranked second in the league with nine saves. 


Four players, including three pitchers, joined MLB organizations following the 
season. Wallace and Drew Irvine were MLB Draft picks, while outfielder Ben 
Norman and Jack Dreyer signed as undrafted free agents. 


During the 2020 season, lowa won 10 games in the first month, including post- 
ing victories over ranked foes No. 18 Arizona, No. 20 North Carolina, and No. 14 
Duke. The Hawkeyes went 2-1 at the CambriaCollegeClassic, a tournament in 
Minneapolis pitting the Big Ten Conference against the ACC. The season came 
to an abrupt end on March 12 when it was cancelled because of the coronavirus 
(COVID-19) pandemic. 


During his first season in lowa City, Lund helped the Hawkeyes to 31 victories 
— the program's sixth straight 30-win season — and a record sixth straight 
Big Ten Tournament appearance. lowa won six straight series during the regular 
season, which included series wins over No. 23 Illinois, No. 30 Nebraska, and No. 
18 UC Irvine. 
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The team went 10-3 against top-30 opponents in 2019, including taking two of 
three games at No. 19 Oklahoma State. 
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Redshirt junior Grant Leonard set a program saves record, converting all 14 of 
his chances to garner second-team All-Big Ten honors. Leonard was named to 
the NCBWA Stopper of the Year Midseason List and he finished seventh nation- 
ally in saves. 


After leading the Hawkeyes to a Big Ten Tournament win over top-seeded Indi- 
ana, Friday night starter Cole McDonald was selected in the 14th round of the 
MLB First-Year Player Draft by the Houston Astros. It marked the 13th straight 
year a Hawkeye was selected in the draft. 


Lund joined the program after serving as volunteer hitting coach for the 
Northern lowa softball program during the 2018 season. Lund, who holds his 
doctorate in exercise science, was an associate professor in the Department of 
Kinesiology at UNI from 2002-2018. Lund’s main teaching responsibilities were 
in the areas of biomechanics, anatomy, statistics, and research methods. Lund’s 
research was focused primarily on improving athletic performance 


During his career, Lund also served as a baseball strength and conditioning 
coach at several stops. He was volunteer strength and conditioning coach 
under Heller at UNI in 2005-06. Lund also held positions at Lewis Clark State 
College in Lewiston, Idaho, in 2000-01 and in Minor League Baseball for the 
Spokane Indians in 1998. 


Lund earned his bachelor’s degree in education from Whitworth College in 1995 
and his master’s degree in exercise science from Eastern Washington in 1997. 
He completed his Ph.D. in exercise science at the University of Idaho in 2002. 


Lund is a Certified Strength and Conditioning Specialist and is a past president 
of the National Strength and Conditioning Association of lowa. He also is up on 
the latest baseball analytic trends with Hittrax, Rapsodo, and Blast Sensor. He 
and his wife, Susie, have three children, Abbie, Brett, and Sam. 
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David Pearson is in his first season as a vol- 
unteer assistant coach with the University 
of lowa baseball program. Pearson serves 
as the Hawkeyes’ hitting coach.

Pearson joins the program following a 
two-year run as an assistant coach at North 
Dakota State — his second stint with the 
Bison. He also has served as head coach 
at Des Moines Area Community College 
(DMACC) from 2016-19. 


During the 2021 season, Pearson helped 

the Bison to a school record 42 victories, as the team went 42-19 on its way 
to a Summit League Tournament title and NCAA Regional berth. NDSU won its 
first NCAA Regional game — a 6-1 win over Nevada — to tally its first NCAA win 
of the Division | era. 


Pearson spent 10 years in Fargo from 2007-2016 where he ended his run as the 
associate head coach for two seasons. He helped the Bison to their first-ever 
Summit League Tournament championship and an NCAA Division | tournament 
berth in 2014. He also assisted the Bison to three Summit League championship 
game appearances and five league tournament berths in the final six seasons. 


Pearson was part of both of North Dakota State’s NCAA Regional berths and 
both of the program's 40-win seasons. 


In his 10 years at NDSU, Pearson helped the Bison establish several offensive 
season records, including most triples, hits and sacrifice hits in 2012 and most 
times hit by pitch in 2010, along with defensive season records for fielding per- 
centage, putouts, assists and chances during the 2012 campaign. 


Pearson worked with 2014 Summit League Player of the Year and first team 
All-Summit League selection Tim Colwell along with Michael Leach, who was 
also named to the all-league first team. He also coached 2016 All-Summit 
League First Team honoree Drew Fearing. A total of 19 players signed profes- 
sional contracts during Pearson’s tenure in Fargo.

was a three-time first-team Academic All-America® honoree. Colwell was also 
named The Summit League Male Scholar Athlete of the Year. 


North Dakota State also had three student-athletes earn prestigious NCAA Post- 
graduate Scholarships, while two Bison baseball teams (2014, 2015) earned 
NCAA Public Recognition Awards. 


During his head coaching stint at DMACC, Pearson led the Bears to a 38-17 
record and the lowa Community College Athletic Conference title in 2018. He 
was named the ICCAC Coach of the Year. In three seasons as head coach, DMACC 
averaged 32 wins per season and the team appeared in the 2018 NJCAA Region 
XI Tournament title game. 


Pearson also served as an assistant coach at North Dakota in 2004, helping UND 
to a school-record 37 victories and a regular season conference crown. He was 
an assistant coach at Mayville State in 2005 and 2007, where he helped the 
Comets to a conference tournament title. 


Pearson's coaching career began as an assistant on the 2003 state tournament 
team at May-Port-CG High School. 


As a player, Pearson was a two-time all-conference infielder in junior college 
at Minot State-Bottineau, where he was a member of the 2000 team that won 
the Mon-Dak title. He went on to play two seasons at Mayville State and was a 
member of two Region 3 championship teams and he played in the 2002 NAIA 
World Series. Pearson was inducted into the Dakota College at Bottineau Hall 
of Fame in 2015. 


Pearson graduated from Mayville State in 2003 with a bachelor’s degree in busi- 
ness education. He and his wife, Keleigh have two children, Carter and Berkley.

The 
Hawkeyes snapped seventh-ranked Michigan's 20-game winning streak, giving 
the program its first win over a top 10 opponent since 2008. 


The Hawkeyes had four All-Big Ten selections, including three first-team se- 
lections in Allgeyer, Tyler Cropley, and Robert Neustrom. It was the most first- 
team selections for the program since 1990. Cropley also earned second-team 
All-America honors by Collegiate Baseball, a second-team ABCA all-district 
nod, and was a semifinalist for the Johnny Bench Award, an honor presented to 
the top collegiate catcher. 


lowa was well represented in the 2018 Major League Baseball First-Year Play- 
er Draft with a record-tying five selections. Neustrom was selected in the fifth 
round by the Baltimore Orioles, becoming the Hawkeyes’ highest position play- 
er selection since 1992. Cropley was taken in the eighth round (Washington), 
Allgeyer was a 12th-round pick by Toronto, Zach Daniels was selected in Round 
19 by Atlanta, and Brady Schanuel in the 27th Round by Milwaukee. 


Ungs joined the program after working in information technology and spend- 
ing nine years as the pitching coordinator with the Georgia Bombers Baseball 
Club in Atlanta. He coached 45 players that went on to play Division | baseball 
and nine players were drafted in the 2016 and 2017 Major League Baseball 
First-Year Player Drafts. 


The Dyersville, lowa, native played professionally for 11 years after being 
selected in the 12th round of the 2001 MLB Draft by the Florida Marlins. He 
played in the Marlins and Milwaukee Brewers organizations — four years at 
the Triple-A level and five years in Double-A. He had an 82-68 career record 
with a 3.79 ERA and he tossed a no-hitter in 2005. 
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During his first season with the Utica Blue Sox in the New York-Penn League, 
Ungs had 40 strikeouts without issuing a walk in 12 appearances (11 starts). 
Ungs had a reputation of impeccable control throughout his career, which led 
to him earning the title of best control in the Florida State League by Baseball 
America in 2003. 


Ungs also played internationally in Venezuela, Taiwan, Australia, and Cuba and 
was a member of the United States Olympic Team in 2005 and 2006. 


During his career at Northern lowa, Ungs was named the Missouri Valley 
Conference Pitcher of the Year in 2001 after going 11-2 with a 2.48 ERA and 
finishing with 114 strikeouts to 14 walks in 109 innings. The Panthers won a 
school-record 35 games, claimed the MVC Conference Tournament title, and 
advanced to the NCAA Regionals for the first time in program history. 


Ungs also was a second-team All-American, a first-team All-Valley selection, 
and was later named to the MVC All-Decade team. He played under Rick Heller 
in Cedar Falls, lowa, and he was a college teammate of lowa associate head 
coach Marty Sutherland. 


In 2015, Ungs was inducted into the Northern lowa Athletics Hall of Fame. He 
graduated from Northern lowa in 2001 with a degree in general studies. He 
and his wife, Whitney, reside in lowa City with their Bernedoodle Nash.

SCHOLARSHIP 


Don Heineking established the Donald W. and Marilyn Heineking Baseball 
Scholarship in 2004. Don is a long-time supporter of lowa athletics, a member 
of the Johnson County I-Club Board of Directors and member of the lowa 
Scholarship Fund Board of Directors. In 2002, Don and Marilyn established 
scholarships in football and women’s basketball. Then, in 2003, they added 

a wrestling scholarship and men’s basketball manager's scholarship. Most 
recently, they added baseball, softball and volleyball scholarships. 


Don lives in lowa City and is a member of the President's Club of the UI Foun- 
dation. Marilyn passed away in February of 2004. 


CAL ELDRED LIGHTS FUND 


Cal Eldred lit up Hawkeye baseball once again, instead of employing his expert 
pitching, the former Major League Baseball star and his wife, Christi, made a 
gift to fund the installation of lights at lowa’s Duane Banks Field. The Cedar 
Rapids couple gave $245,000 for the installation of lights at the baseball field 
named after Cal Eldred’s former coach. 


The gift, the largest ever from a current professional athlete's family to lowa 
athletics, allowed the project to be completed in Sept. 2001. The Hawkeyes 
won the first night game played at Banks Field, April 10, 2002, against 
Northern Illinois, 11-9. The University of lowa officially dedicated the lights 
Sat., April 13, 2002. 


The Eldred’s said their desire to give back to lowa and to honor former 
Hawkeye coaches Duane Banks and Scott Broghamer -- who they said are their 
good friends and longtime mentors -- as reasons for making the gift. The gift 
was commemorated by a plaque at the field. 


Cal Eldred, who grew up in Urbana and attended lowa for three years before 
being drafted by the Milwaukee Brewers in 1989, said, “My experience at lowa 
helped shape me as a player and person. Coach Banks has stayed involved 

in my life and has always been there for me. | couldn't be happier about 
making this gift for Hawkeye baseball. | hope others will consider helping out 
however they can.” 
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MIKE BODDICKER SCHOLARSHIP 

Former lowa standout Mike Boddicker, and his family, have established the 
Mike Boddicker Scholarship. The scholarship goes each year to a member 
of the lowa baseball team who is in good academic standing and displays 
outstanding character and personality. 


Boddicker, a native of Norway, lowa, earned All-Big Ten honors as a pitcher 
and infielder during his Hawkeye career (1976-78). In 1983, he was named 
the American League Championship Series MVP. After pitching in the Major 
Leagues for 11 years, Boddicker retired in 1993. He played for the Baltimore 
Orioles, Kansas City Royals, Boston Red Sox, and Milwaukee Brewers.

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Banks posted a career record of 901-585-4, while coaching six All-Americans, 31 All-Big Ten 
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Duane Banks, following 28 years as lowa’s head baseball 
coach retired from coaching following the 1997 season. 


Banks was inducted into the 2011 UI Hall of Fame. 

Banks led the Hawkeyes to its only College World Series 
appearance in 1972 and won Big Ten Championships in 
1972 and 1990, as well as a share of the Big Ten crown 

in 1974. In 1981, Banks led lowa to 44 wins, the most in 
school history. He earned Big Ten Conference and District 
Coach of the Year honors in 1990 and was inducted into 
the American Baseball Coaches Hall of Fame in 1991. 


selections, 33 Academic All-Americans, and 57 players who signed professional contracts. 
In the fall of 2001, lowa’s home field was officially designated as the Duane Banks Baseball 


Field. 


Banks was honored as the recipient of the ABCA/Wilson Lefty Gomez Award in 2017. It 
is presented to an individual who has distinguished himself among his peers and has 
contributed significantly to the game of baseball locally, nationally, and internationally. 


In 1990, Banks led lowa to a Big Ten title and to the NCAA playoffs for the first time since 
1975. The 1990 squad won a record 22 Big Ten games and placed a record-tying five 
players (Tim Costo, John DeJarld, Chris Hatcher, Keith Noreen and Brian Wujick) on the 
all-Big Ten squad. 


Many of his former Hawkeyes have earned pro contracts and five—Mike Boddicker, Cal 
Eldred, Jim Sundberg, Tim Costo and Jeff Jones—made it to the major leagues. Tim 


Costo was the eighth pick overall in 1990 draft, marking the second straight season Banks 
produced a first round draft choice. Eldred was selected in the first round by Milwaukee in 


1989. Fifty-seven of Banks’ former players signed pro contracts. 


Banks served as an assistant coach for half a season at lowa. The Hawkeyes won 14 of their 
final 27 games under his direction. Duane’s next club won 28 games, at that time an lowa 


record, in his first full campaign (1971). 


Banks’ 1972 team won Big Ten and District Four Championships to earn a berth in the 
College World Series, claiming lowa’s first outright Big Ten title in 33 years. Asa result, 
Banks was named District Coach of the year. 


DUANE BANKS ERA 


Banks became lowa’s all-time winningest coach in 1985, passing Hall of Famer 
Otto Vogel, who won 440 games in 35 years. He joined the lowa staff as an 
assistant coach in 1969, after serving in the same capacity at Colorado State. He 
spent two seasons at Parsons (lowa) College, compiling a 91-10 mark in 1967- 
68. He was an assistant coach at Parsons in 1966. 


Banks is a past president of the American Baseball Coaches Association and has 
held anumber of administrative posts in the ABCA. He has served as chairman 
of the NCAA Division | coaches and as a representative of District Four. A 
member of the Hall of Fame and the Legislative Issues committees, Banks is a 
past member of the ABCA Board of Directors 


Banks was active in international baseball through the United States Baseball 
Federation. He took an all-star team to Canada, Japan and Korea in 1985 and 
coached another squad on a trip to Venezuela. 


Banks and his lowa team went to Holland in 
1984 and he was on the staff of the USA 
college all-star team that played all over 
the world in 1982. He took an lowa 
team to Mexico in the mid-1970s. 
A native of Grand Junction, C0, 
Banks played baseball and basketball at 
Northern Colorado. He was all-league 
and all-district three times in baseball 
at Northern Colorado and played 
on year of professional 
baseball with the Atlanta 
Braves organization in 
1964. 


Banks attended Mesa 
(Colorado) Junior 
College, received his 
bachelor’s degree 
from Northern 
Colorado in 1965 
and his master’s 
degree from 
Colorado State in 
1969.
